SERVE  THE  CITY  REVISITED 

We  as  a  congregation  are  involved  with  an  ecumenical  venture  in  Cedar 
Rapids  called  Serve  The  City.     This  has  been  and  still  is  a  rather  exciting 
work  among  around  40  churches  of  various  denominations  and  fellowships 
geared  to  reaching  this  community  through  three  primary  emphases: 
prayer,  care,  and  share.   This  includes  congregations  such  as  First  Lutheran, 
St.  Mark  Lutheran,  Encounter  Christian,  First  Assembly  of  God,  Calvary 
Baptist,  Mt.  Zion  Baptist,  and  many  others. 

However,  as  time  goes  on  and  we  focus  on  the  usual  (and  unusual)  church 
activities,  it  is  easy  to  forget  what  this  is  all  about.   So,  here  is  a  little 
reminder  of  our  involvement  in  Serve  The  City,  and  an  invitation  to  get 
personally  involved  in  some  of  the  opportunities  to  serve  through  this 
exciting  interchurch  project. 

We  spent  our  first  year  in  this  project  enlisting  people  to  pray  for  their 
families  and  neighbors.   This,  as  you  know,  was  visually  highlighted  through 
the  use  of  the  large  mural  (hanging  now  on  the  west  wall  of  the  narthex)  of 
downtown  Cedar  Rapids.     There  have  been  amazing  stories  of  how  God  has 
worked  in  the  lives  of  those  who  are  named  on  the  mural.   We  are  now  in 
the  second  year,  where  we  are  emphasizing  doing  tangible  actions  that  show 
care  for  our  families  and  neighbors.   The  third  year  we  will  be  working  with 
our  partner  churches  to  put  together  a  large  event  that  will  present  an 
opportunity  for  people  to  become  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  help  connect 
people  with  services  in  our  community  that  are  relevant  to  their  needs. 

The  overall  purpose  is  to  reach  out  to  our  communities  with  love  in 
demonstrative  ways  so  that  we  build  credibility  with  our  non-Christian 
friends  and  neighbors.   With  this  credibility,  we  hope  to  utilize  these 
connections  with  our  communities  as  bridges  to  share  the  Good  News  of 
Jesus  with  those  who  do  not  yet  know  Him  as  their  Lord  and  Savior. 

One  reason  I  am  highlighting  our  involvement  in  Serve  The  City  is  that 
throughout  the  remainder  of  this  year,  we  will  be  asking  many  of  our 
members  to  become  involved  with  training  events  that  will  equip  them  to  do 
the  many  different  things  needed  to  prepare  for  next  year's  big  event.   This 
will  be  sometime  in  June  2008,  and  will  give  all  the  churches  involved  many 
opportunities  to  "share"  their  faith  in  Christ  by  helping  people  in  their  needs. 

Right  now,  Serve  The  City  will  need  at  least  1000  volunteers,  so  please 
consider  where  God  may  be  calling  you  to  help  in  this  event.    But  remember, 
keep  on  praying  for  the  names  on  the  mural,  and  keep  looking  for  simple 
ways  to  show  care  to  your  family  and  friends.

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Hi  All, 

Choices.  So  many  choices.  How  do  we  know  what  to  choose?  If  I 
choose  this  one  I  may  find  out  that  I  wanted  the  other  one.  If  I  decide 
to  go  one  place  and  have  a  miserable  time  did  I  make  the  wrong 
decision?  How  will  I  know  if  I  made  the  right  choice?  Maybe  I  should 
just  ignore  it  and  hope  that  it  goes  away.  Wait,  if  I  do  that  I  made  a 
choice,  a  choice  to  not  make  a  choice.  There  are  just  too  many 
choices. 

When  I  was  in  high  school  I  had  to  make  choices  on  what  activities  I 
wanted  to  be  a  part  of.  My  doctor  already  made  some  choices  for  me. 
He  told  me  that  if  I  continued  to  play  contact  sports  or  throw  a  ball  too 
much  that  I  could  eventually  lose  the  use  of  my  arms.  That  took  out 
baseball  and  football.  I  did  not  wrestle.  I  did  continue  to  play 
basketball,  sort  of.  I  was  not  very  good  so  I  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  bench  which  was  ok  considering 
my  motive  for  playing  was  to  be  in  good  shape  at  the  beginning  of  the  track  season.  In  the  long  run 
this  was  a  good  choice  because  my  freshman  year  I  broke  a  25  year  old  record  for  the  400  meter 
hurdles  and  I  would  go  on  to  break  my  own  record  several  times  over  the  next  4  years.  Just  out  of 
curiosity  I  checked  my  high  schools  website  to  see  if  the  records  were  on  there  and  they  are!  The 
record  is  no  longer  mine.  The  last  time  it  was  broken  was  in  2000.  I  knew  it  was  going  to  happen  and 
I  am  glad  that  it  did.  Records  are  made  to  be  broken.  I  always  looked  at  records  as  a  benchmark  to 
strive  for  and  every  time  that  a  record  is  broken  someone  has  the  desire  to  break  it. 

In  8th  grade  I  made  the  choice  to  go  through  confirmation,  at  least  that  is  how  I  remember  it.  Maybe 
it  was  my  parents  helping  me  to  get  the  "desire"  to  do  it.  Regardless  of  how  I  ended  up  there  I 
ultimately  made  a  choice  to  accept  Jesus  as  my  Lord  and  Savior.  Choices  later  in  life  would  draw  me 
away,  not  completely,  but  far  enough  that  God  was  not  the  focal  point  of  my  life.  I  finally  figured  out 
that  my  choices  (not  all  of  them)  were  not  living  up  to  the  benchmark  that  God  had  set  for  my  life. 
Those  choices  had  taken  away  the  desire.  Then  one  Friday  night  in  September  2003  God  got  through 
and  I  once  again  desired  to  choose  God.  I  finally  knew  where  the  benchmark  was  or  so  I  thought.  I 
prayed  and  with  God's  help  set  some  goals.  As  soon  as  those  goals  were  broken  I  found  that  God 
would  raise  the  bar  and  I  had  a  new  benchmark  to  reach.  That  is  how  my  walk  with  Him  has  been 
going.  I  like  it  because  I  now  realize  that  He  really  does  only  give  us  what  we  can  handle.  Now  most 
of  my  choices  are  good  ones.  I  slip  up  just  like  everyone  else  does.  The  difference  is  that  I  really  try 
to  learn  from  those  slip-ups  and  that  helps  me  grow  even  more  as  a  Christian.  God  has  also  shown 
me  just  how  big  He  really  is  by  using  my  choices,  good  and  bad,  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Who  knew  that 
my  experience  in  restaurants  and  with  computers  would  come  in  so  handy  working  in  youth  ministry? 
God  did.  He  has  had  it  under  control  the  whole  time,  even  when  I  felt  like  life  was  spinning  out  of 
control.

If  you  desire  to  do 
what  God  wants  and  choose  wisely  you  will  break  your  own  records  and  have  a  new  benchmark  to 
shoot  for.
